It 
is belleved that supporters of 
. Schollmeyer and Brown, satisfied 
with the dieposition of the cages 
of their candidates, may shift to 
MoNantee in sufficient numbers to 
permit of his election.

Southern States Regulate Ohild Labor. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch : 


ILLIAM HODSON of the 


Sage Foundation, in an address in 
your city, declared that “In the South, 
where child labor is used extensively, the 
illiteracy rate is much higher than in 
the North, where State laws regulate 
child labor,” 

The very clear inference is that there 
is unrestricted and unregulated child la- 
bor in the South and that this child labor 
is responsible for the higher percentage 
of illiteracy in this section. The entire 
inference is absolutely and utterly false. 

In the first place, as was conclusively 
proved during the campaign preceding 
the referendum election in Massachu- 
sctts on the proposed so-called Child Le- 
bor Amendment, there is a larger num- 
ber of children under 16 years of age 
employed in New England than in the 
Southern states. This may be verified 
from the 1920 census. 

Second, every Southern state has an 
adequate and effective child labor law 
and the minimum age Mmit in all of 
them is 14 years, the exact limit that was 

aixed in the Federal child labor law 
which was some time ago declared un- 
constitutional. The single exception to 
this statement lies in the fact that the 
Georgia State labor law permits the em- 
ployment of children under 14 years of 
age if they have widowed mothers or 
other dependents to support, and then 
only by special permit. Only 21 of these 
permits are outstanding. So, if the late 
Yederal child labor law could be put 
into force tomorrow, its only effect would 
be té remove from remunerative employ- 
ment the 21 children above referred to, 
and to create eran bureau at Wash-

To the credit of both whites 
and nogroes, the negro race has made 
wonderful strides educationally during 
the’ past two or three décades, but it is 
not reasonable to expect that a race 
which is just two generations removed 
from savagery should be without a very 
high percentage of illiteracy. Naturally, 
this high percentage in our negro popula- 
tion results in a higher percentage in the 
whole. 

The truth of the matter is that Mr. 
Hodson, along with other sentimentalists, 
appears to have little regard for the 
facts in his effort to put over a proposi- 
tlon which is being supported by these 
sentimentalists, who believe that no per- 
eon up to the age of 18 years should be 
engaged in any useful occupation.

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METHODS OF SMOKE ABATEMENT. 

The manager of a local coal dealers’ association 
says that it is unethical for the Smoke Commissioner 
to suggest the use of oil in place of coal for fuel, 
because such use may injure the coal industry. The 
general use of oil, he says, would mean that more 
than 200,000 miners and others who depend upon the 


coal industry in the St. Louis district would have 
to seek other fields of employment. And, the coal 
dealers charge, oil smoke is as bad as coal smoke. 

The duty of the Smoke Commissioner being to find 
means to abate the smoke, {ft is incumbent upon him 
to make all suggestions he deems practicable, re- 
eardiess of the possible effect on any particular kind 
of fuel. If any oil burners cause as much smoke 
as furnaces using bituminous coal such burners must 
be defective. Except when starting up, or on heavy 
grades, the oll-burning locomotive makes little or no 
smoke. The nonproduction of smoke indicates good 
combustion. Production of heavy smoke Indicates 
waste. And in St. Louis it has become an intolerable 
nuisance. | 

Let the coal-mine magnates, miners and coal deal- 
ers look to it. Smoke abatement must come. The 
railway could not wait on the stage-coach industry. 
Smokeless fuel, in the shape of coke or briquettes, 
will have coal as a basis. And in order to save 
themselves and supply the public demand for such 
fuel the coal magnates should adopt modern sctence 
as the genie who will show them how to utilize their 
product without the present waste, in smokeless 
forms, and with much greater profit.

The State Historical Society of Missouri 
possesses a copy of the first indictment ever 
found by a grand jury on Missouri soll, It 
was for the killing of a white man near St. 
Charles on the 18th day of December, 1804, 
and the first grand jury that assembled 
north of the Missouri River and west of 
the Mississippi indicted James Davis for the 
offense. The preliminary hearing of Davis 
was held before Daniel Boone, the famous 
pioneer, who was commandant. Boone, 
after hearing the evidence, sent the prisoner 
to jail to await the action of the grand 
jury. Eleven of the 12 members of the 
grand jury could not write their names and 
the foreman only signed his name, while 
the others “‘made their marks.’’ The in- 
dictment is a curiosity. It reads: That one 
James Davis, late of district of St. Charles, 
in the territory of Louisiana, laborer, not 
having the fear of God before his eyes, but 
being moved and seduced by the instigation 
of the devil, on the 18th day of December 
in the year of our Lord, 1804, at a place 
called Femme Osage, in the said district of 
St. Charles, with force of arms in and upon 
William Hays, in the peace of God and the 
United States, then and there feloniously, 
willfully and with malice aforethought did 
make an assault, and that the sald James 
Davis, with a certain rifle gun, four feet 
long, and of the value of $6 then and there 
located with gunpowder and one leaden 
bullet, with said rifle gun the said James 
Davis, then and there in his hands had and 
held, fired and killed William Hays, 

A curious outcome is recorded to this 
curious and first indictment. Daniel Boone, 
himself, went on the bond of the same 
James Davis for $3000 after the indictment 
and when Davis was tried he was found 
not guilty. Though he had “feloniously

The process, including the 
saturation of the leather, requires 
about 48 hours. Instead of zine 
sulphate, copper or iron sulphate 
may be used. The philosophy of 
the process is that the moisture 
and air contained in the pores of 
the leather are driven out by the 
heat of the soap mixture, and 
their place is taken, on cooling by 
the mixture. The surface of the 
leather is scraped after cooling,
